Ontario Council 
For OPA Revival 


Calling themselves the Pro- 
gressive Citizens Council, a group 
of Ontario residents appeared be- 
fore the Ontario city council last 
night to ask that the council send 


‘a resolution to Washington ask- 


ing for the revival of the OPA 
and price ceilings. 

Councilmen took no action on 
the request, stating that they had 
already given a rent control ordi- 


| nance its first reading and that 


it did not seem proper that they 
should go any further at this 
time. 

The same group, which was 
headed by Robert Miller, head of 
the local union at G.E., and L. F. 
Dayton, also asked that a more 
equitable manner of taxation be 


established for the city and indi- | 
cated that they were opposed to; 


the levying of a city sales tax. 

Miller said that with the way 
prices were rising, it would be 
necessary for organized labcr to 
again demand higher wages in 
order to comply with the in- 
creased cost of living. He pointed 
to the agreement reached follow- 
ing the strike at the G.E. plant 
and said that the 18% cent in- 
crease was based on the cost of 
living as of January 1, 1946. 

“If prices are going to keep 
on climbing, then another adjust- 
ment in wages will have to be 
made by organized labor,” Miller 
said.

file their complaints. 

Severj:l] councilmen expressed 
the feeing at the last meeting 
that the rent law should only be 
put into effect if there was suffi- 
cient evidence that such an or- 
dinance was needed. 

Until tcday City Manager R. 
G. Manley had received only two 
complaints from Upland residents 
and both of them concerned evic- 
tion notices. Except for the one 
case of the boost frem $18 to 
$50, there have been no_ other 
complaints received at the city 
hall as far as rent increases are 
concerned. 

It is not known whether the 
Upland council will delay passage 
of any rent control ordinance due 
to the scarcity of ‘sufficient com- 
plaints” or whether they will fol- 
low the action taken by the On- 


tario council and pass the emer- | 


gency rent law. 
The~ 1946-47 budwet is “expected 
to be brought up for consideration 
since the new fiscal year started 
on July 1. 
Like its neighbor to the south, 
Upland is also confronted 


its city employes due to the ris- 


ing cost of living. In addition | 
higher costs cf government are

Ontario's Help 
Get Wage Boosts 


A 15 per cent increase in salar- 
ies for all city employes, includ- 
ing patrolmen’ and firemen, was 
approved by the Ontario city 
council last night. 

This and other increases in the 
1946-47 budget will boost ex- 
penses for the city of Ontario by 
an estimated $35,000. 

Working hours for both police 


and fire department employes | 
were also reduced. Police working | 


hours will now be 48 hours in- 
stead of 55 while firemen will be 
on duty 72 hours a week instead 
of 84 as it has been in the past. 
The council also gave its ap- 
proval to increase the Ontario 
police force from 10 to 14 in 
order to provide better police 
protection for the city and in 
order to reduce the working week. 
The budget itself has not been 
appreved as yet and no acti 
can be taken until the actual 
valuation of the city is known.

then walking away and leaving 
them in that condition.” 

A recent court decision has rul- 
ed against the State of California. 
The judge stated that the south- 
ern extremity of Suclid avenue 
was not a state highway but a 
county highway which was loan- 
ed to the state. He also said that 
it was not of sufficient interest 
to warrant a high level road over 
the dam. 


GAVE PROMISE 

According to Assemblyman 
Price, the army engineers prom- 
ised to put a road over Prado 
dam. Then it was continually 
postponed because of the war un- 
til now seven years have gone by 
without any redress by the fed- 
eral government, 

Price said that he realized that 
dams were needed in the state and 
that he had no desire to discour- 
age the federal government in its 
flood control program. At the 
same time, he said it wasn’t right

é Richard \L. Strout, Washington representative of the 
Christian Science Monitor, recently made some _ pertinent 
« observations’ about Congress,and the proposal: 
Recent spectacular events in Washington raise the cry 
anew for Congressional reorganization. 
There is the President's veto of OPA: this resulted from 
* a typical breakdown of liaison between executive and legis- 
lative braniches of the government. Efforts should be made 


_* to bridge the chasm between these two departments. 


Then thie curious mix-up of Representative Andrew J. 
May (D) of Kentucky. with the unsavory Garsson munitions 
, scandal. Mr. May is chairman of the powerful House Mili-
